What we claim is : 

_ 1. A process for the production of a chew- 
ing gum containing tobacco which comprises 
the steps of drymg tobacco, grinding the dried 
tobacco to a fine powder and thoroughly n- 80 
corporatme said powder in ^ m,™ k„.»°":LZ" 



5' A process in accordance with any of the 
preceding claims wherein the ingredients are 
mixed in the proportions of 70 to 80, o by 
weight of the gum base, 10 to 20% by weight 
5 of ^e filling agent, 2 to 6% by weight of the 
dried powder tobacco and 1.5 to 2% by weight 
of pepsin. . , , . j 

6. A process in accordance with claims 2 and 
5 wherein a sweetening agent is incorporated 
10 in addition in an amount of from 0.5 to 1 ,o 
by weight. . ,. . • 

7 A process for the producaon of a chewing 
gum containing tobacco substantially as de-

15 8 A chewing gum conuinmg tobacco com- 
prising a substantial proportion of a gum base, 
and relatively smaUer proportions of a filbng 
agent, pepsin and a dried powdered tobacco.

12. A chewing gum containing tobacco in 
accordance with any of claims 8 to 11 wherein 
the proportion of gum base is from 70 to 80%, 
of the filling agent is 10 to 20% , of the dried 
powder tobacco is 2 to 6%, and of pepsin 1.5 35 

to 2%. .... 

13. A chewing gum contammg tobacco m 
accordance with claims 9 and 12 wherein the 
proportion of sweetening agent present is from 
0.5 to 1%. . . ^ 

14. A chewing gum contammg tobacco sub- 
stantially as described.

Improvements in or relating to Chewing Gum 



We, Edgar Victor Johnson, a Briush 
Subject, of "Beach -crest," Biggar-Bank, 
45 Barrow-in-Fumess, in the County of Lan- 
caster, and George Turner Wallace Skil- 
LING, a British Subject, of 41, Holme Avenue, 
Dumfries, in the County of Dumfries, Scot- 
land, do hereby declare this invention to be de- 
50 scribed in the following statement:—; 

This invention is concerned with improve- 
ments in or relating to chewing gum. 

It is object of the present invention to pro- 
vide a chewing gum which will, to a con^der- 
65 able extent, satisfy the personal n«d for smok- 
ing tobacco either by pipe or "garette when 
such smoking is impossible for occupational 
or other reasons. ^ . 

According to the invention there is prwided 
flO a chewing gum comprisiag 70 to 80 /o oy 
weight of chicle gum or other suitable gum 
basi, 10 to 20% by weight of kola powder 
or like filling agent, 2 to 6% by weight of 
dried powdered tobacco, 1.5 to 2% by weight 
Go of pepsin and 0.5 to 1% by weight of sac- 
charine or other sweetening agent. It is an 
essential step in die compounding of die chew- 
ing gum diat die tobacco before incorporanon 
in die gum base is first dried and toasted and 
7(1 then ground to a fine powder. 

By way of example reference is made to a 
particular composition in accordance with the 
EiveRlion which has been found very suitable 
consists of 46 grams of chicle guni, 2 grams o 
75 tobacco, 1 grain of pepsin, one half gram o^ 
saccharine and 10 grains of kola powder. From 



this mixture two sticks of appropriate size can 
be prepared. , , . , 

In preparing the chewing gum die chicle or 
.nam base is hiated suitably in a steam cooker 80 
for 15 minutes and dien removed on to a 
warmed metal slab which is dusted with the 
kola powder and the saccharme, P^psm and
